RODIN (Auguste). 
1840-1917. 

The foremost French sculptor of his time, Rodin is perhaps 
best known in England by his group of ‘‘ Les Bourgeois 
de Calais” now on the Thames Embankment, near the 
Flouse of Lords, and by the noble gift that he made of 
twenty of his works to the Victoria and Albert Museum, 
South Kensington, “ as an expression of his admiration 
for the deeds of the British Army 1914.” In 1916 he 
gave the whole of the rest of his works to the French 
nation, so there is no probability of any important 
sculptures by him ever again coming on to the market. 

The superb group now offered, ‘‘ Le Baiser,” is one of his 
very finest works, his masterpiece in this genre. ‘“‘ It 
would: be hopeless to try to enumerate all the delicate 
and sensuous manifestations of this passionate study of 
the feminine body” (Bénédite, 1924). 

This group, which is over life size, is a later and enlarged 
version of a group which Rodin originally called ‘‘ La 
Foi,” representing the episode of Paolo Malatesta and 
Francesca da Rimini in Dante’s poem. There are two 
other groups, one in Paris, and one in the National 
Collection at Copenhagen. The group now offered was 
executed by Rodin for Mr. Warren, and the artist him- 
self considered it his finest version. It is not too much 
to say that this is the most important example of modern 
sculpture that has ever been offered for sale by public 
auction.

Vastly developed forehead and brows, in the piercing 
yet shifty eyes, in the hard, cruel mouth, in the curious 
poise of the head leaning over at the apex and drawn 
‘n at the chin, can be guessed the enormous but destruc- 
tive intellectual activity, noisy and unprofitable, which 
has filled the career of this revolutionary pamphleteer 
and journalist.”  (F. Lawton.)
